teaches the image detection process responsive to the DRC process such that when dynamic range is changed the image detection 
process adapts itself to the new dynamic range and the incorporation of Turner adjustable DRC into Hanko is insiffi cient to satisfy the 
requirement of 103(a). Moreover, applicant states that nowhere Hanko in col 7 lines 17-35 makes such assertion that the invention is able 
to dynamically adapts to a variety of different condi tions.ln response, Examiner disagree with applicant since in column 7 lines 15-17 
exactly Hanko et al ( 6,493,041) teaches that the invention is able to dynamically adapts itself to a variety of different cond itions and 
circumstances.
